claim to the Government the Fort and 1,630 acres 
of land adjacent thereto. The Press does not 
say whether the remainder of the land, some 
5,600 acres, was thereupon conveyed to Steele 
or not, but, as that is the gravamen of the charge, 
and is not denied, we presume it is admitted— 
especially since Steele recently sold about one- 
half of this tract at auction for $200,000. 

So it appears that instead of getting $90,000 
for 7,300 acres of land (the price which the ras- 
cally Floyd bargained for), the Government got 
$30,000 for 5,600 acres. These being the facts

WORKING OF THE NEW RAILROAD LAW. 
It was plain from the beginning that the Rail- 
road law passed by the last Legislature was des- 
tined to kill competition. This was, in fact, the 
intention of its advocates. It was passed in 
deference to the complaints that came from in- 
termediate and non-competing stations, that 
towns where there were two or more railroads 
were favored with lower tariffs than towns where 
there was only one. The new law was framed 
to place all shipping points within the State on 
the same basis with respect to transportation, 
and to govern railroad rates according to rela- 
tive distance from market. The effect wasa 
sudden and complete revival of the policy 
that had been pursued for many years 
in this State with regard to railroads. It is not 
an exaggerated estimate to say that $100,000,000 


have been expended in Illinois to secure railroad 


competition. It is this policy that has made IIli- 
nois the great railroad State of the Union. Com- 
petition was for years regarded as the only safe- 
guard against monopoly and the surest preven- 
tion of extortion. To this end there were large 
municipal subscriptions in various parts of the 
State to secure competing railroads. Those towns 
which were fortunate enough to lie in the line of 
projected railways were regarded as peculiarly 
desirable places to settle. Towns not 80 
fortunate naturally sought for artificial compe- 
tition and willingly paid for it at high prices. 
Then thecry of discrimination was taken up by 
the towns and districts which were not possessed 
of either natural or artificial competition, and 
it was the pressure which they brought to bear 
upon the Legislature that secured the pro rata 
feature of the new law. The result thus far has 
been to kill competition without in the least re- 
lieving the intermediate stations. The rates 
bave been increased at competing points, but 
they bave not been reduced as a general 
thing at the non-competing points. The 
necessity imposed upon the Illinois rail- 
roads of increasing the rates at 
competing points has thrown the business into 
the hands of railroads having a shorter distance 
within the State. This loss of business and 
gross earnings has been followed by an increase 
of rates on the Illinois roads. Unless it can be 
proved that the loss of business which the rail- 
roads have sustained by reason of the law has 
not been sufficient to warrant the increase of 
rates, the people must regard the new law as an 
inadequate remedy; and, in that case, they will 
be likely to demand its repeal or modification at 
the next session of the Legislature. 

The Railroad Commissioners have ruled cor- 
rectly that the new law does not prohibit special 
rates for large consignments. It applies only 
to “like quantities” of freight. This affords 
the railroads a liberal margin for avoiding the 
law if they choose todoso. It is seldom that 
any two consignments are precisely the same. 
If they are not, the railroads have the technical 
right to make special rates. If Bloomington 
wants two cars and Lexington wants but one, 


as low rates as it chooses to make. There is no re- 
striction on the railroads under the law as to what 
shall be regarded as a large shipment, and they may, 
therefore, decide this for themsevles in every in- 
stance. If they should avail themselves of the 
full scope of this privilege, it will be seen that 
they could practically render the law inopera- 
tive. They have chosen not to pursue this 
course, and the inference is that they prefer, 
even at some loss to themselves, to make the 
pro rata principle odious. 

Another construction which the Railroad Com- 
missioners have made is absurd and untena- 
ble. This is the of the law to 


inter-State commerce, over which neither they 


nor the State of Illinois have any control. The 
railroads have decided, however, to abide by this 
construction, and, in doing so, they are injuring 
Themselves, the commerce of the Northwest, 
and the Gity of Chicago. They justify them- 
selves in this by the pies that the people expect 
them to be governed by the Railroad Commis- 
sioners. This is in one sense true. The con- 
struction, ridiculous ae it is, is undoubtedly the 
one which the mass of the people demanded. 
The people of Fulton would be as wroth if they 
felt that Iowa shipments could be made from. 
Clinton, across the river, at a less rate than they 
can make them, as the people of Lexington 
were that Bloomington shippers had a 
lower tariff. This application of the 
law to inter-State commerce has had 
more serious results on all sides than any other 
feature of the law. Inter-State commerce in- 
cludes shipments in transitu across the State, 
as from San Francisco to New Tork; shipments: 
from points outside of the State to points within 
the State, as from Winona to Chicago; and from 


points within the State to points outside of the 


State, as from Dixon to Buffalo. As an indication 
of the effect of applying the law to this class of 
shipments, it is stated that the Eastern roads 
which have but a small portion of track within 


the State have lost a large portion of their grain 
business. It was the custom of these roads to 


send their cars to stations on other roads in the in- 
terior of the State and take through consignments 
to the Eastern markets. The application of the 
local rates from the interior to Chicago has made 
this unprofitable, and the business has been 
largely discontinued. Ifthe law were not ap-

pins, The other manufacturers had yielded this 


point, but Mr. Walker was at once brought into 


collision with the Crispins, and determined to 
fight it out. The latter deliberately set to work 
to checkmate Mr. Walker by influencing the bot- 
tomers not to work for him, so that he could not 
make boota, This required the services of some 
special agent, who could give his whole time 
to the business, Mr. Cronan was appointed 
agent and went to work. The grand and inter- 
national lodges indorsed all that he did, and he 
was promised that if he incurred any financial 


responsibility or risk the lodges would reimburse , 


him. He continued his labors for a year, but 
Mr. Walker did not yield ; on the other hand, in 
1870, he suéd Mr. Cronan for interfering with 
and willfully injuring his business. Mr. Oronan 
submitted his case to the Supreme Court of the 
State, and that tribunal decided that he was lia- 
ble for all the damage he had done in 
interfering with Mr. Walker's business. 
The lower Court had fixed that dam- 
age at $10,000. The Crispins, who 
had agreed to stand by him, not only left him to 
fight his suit alone, but they also left him to 
make such a settlement with Mr. Walker as he 
best could. In a word, after getting him into 
trouble, they betrayed and abandoned him. Mr. 
Cronan concludes his card with the following 
pathetic moral: I for one have seen enough 
of man’s infidelity to man. I believe tho labor- 


he must do it in this free country by industry, 
sobriety, and the intelligence which all may ac- 
quire. Artificial methods and combinations may 
promise well in the beginning, but are always 
certain to end in miserable failure.” While Mr. 
Cronar’s arguments against Crispinism may be 
more or less weakened by the anger which he 
feela at his desertion when he most 
needed assistance, still his card discloses one 
of the most important among the causes which 
have led to the ruin of the Order, and that is the 
decision of the Supreme Court, that interference 
with an employer’s workmen and enticing them 
to leave their business makes the person 80 
acting liable for damage done to the business. 
Under such a decision as this, it is 
impossible that the Orispins or any 
other trades-unions can thrive in Massa- 
chusetts, as this is their most common 
mode of warfare against employers. In addition 
to the determined resistance made by the manu- 
facturers, the demise of Orispinism has also 


‘been hastened by causes at work in the Order 


iteelf. The most potent of these causes has 
been the fact that, while at stated periods they 
succeeded in gaining some temporary advan- 
tages from the employers, these were much 
more than offset by the salaries which they had 
to pay for the support of their officers, the inevi- 
table every-day expenses of running the lodges, 
and the heavy assessments made for the sup- 
port of disaffected workmen during the pen- 
dency of strikes. Another and very important 
agency which has helped bring about their ruin 


is, that, in seeking to wield a political in- 


fluence, they fell into the hands of 
unprinctpled demagogues who have used the 
members of the lodges for their own selfish pur- 
poses, and have thus drawn them away from the 


real objects of their association. 
' Crispinism has stranded upon the same rock 
which has been fatal to many other trades-or- 


ganizations. So long as they seek to compass 
their ends by interference with the moral and 


‘legal rights of the community, and allow politi- 
, cal echemers and adventurers, who care nothing 
for the objects of their organizations, to use 


their votes for ulterior purposes, so long will it 
happen that their existence can only be tempo- 
rary at best. It is ingvitable that, where an or- 
ganization represents only a class-interest, other 
interests will organize against it, and 
the moment it allows itself to be diverted from 
its distinctive purposes, or seeks to accomplish 
them by improper methods, its days are num- 


bered. The history of Crispiniam is full of

of the bank. In the first class, the 
Court decided that the Bank was not 
liable, the theft not being an ect done in the 
course of the agency of the Cashier In the 
second class also, the bank was not liable, it 
having no interest in the contracts and not re- 
ceiving any consideration. In the third, how- |, 
ever, the bank was held to be liable, it having 
received the benefits of the conversion by its

After numerous experiments under the aus- 
pices of the Societe des Agriculteurs de France 
for creating artificial clouds to protect the grape- 
vines from frost, a success is reported from the 
south of France. The clouds are produced by 
the smoke from small cauldrons of coal-tar, 
placed a short distance from each other, and 
about 260 yards from the vines, in the direction 
of the wind. As soon as the grass shows signs 
of frost, the cauldrons are ignited, and allowed 
to burn until an hour after sunrise, 
them if the wind changes.
